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Because of the publications crowding the months of May and June, 
the third number of Zoonooz was purposely omitted, although it may be 
that an extra number will be put out later in the year, bringing the aver¬ 
age up to six numbers. The bulletin issued by Mr. Klauber and the bulle¬ 
tin from the Research Department were considered of far greater import¬ 
ance than the regular number. These bulletins have both been favorably 
received and especially Number Six on the Rattlesnake has created much 
comment among those directly interested. 

A pamphlet written by Lewis Wayne Walker and republished by the 
Zoological Society by permission of the San Diego Union has also strength¬ 
ened the reputation of the Society as an organization which is backing many 
of the worth while movements in the protection of wild life. This booklet, 
which was sent to all of the members of the society, was distributed 
widely throughout the United States, and many interesting comments filled 
with praise of the work and the society’s part in it have since been 
received. 


The special program offered to the public by all of the societies 
operating in the park during the summer has been to date one of marked 
success. The Zoological Society has set the example of service by its 
work of bringing the children into the zoo during the school year and 
through the interest and work of Mr. Frank Van Valin in getting together 
other societies the summer program has been planned for eight consecutive 
weeks. Groups of fifteen children are picked up at the public playgrounds 
in the busses of the Zoological Society and brought to the park. They are 
taken to the different museums, to the Fine Arts Gallery, and to the Zoo¬ 
logical Garden. They are taken through the institutions by members of 
the force and returned to the playgrounds again. It is possible only 
through such conducted tours for the organizations to offer the highest 
service to the public in the way of child guidance. This is, however, only 
one of the many services these institutions give to the city. The adver¬ 
tising which they bring to the community, the people who come to San 
Diego to take advantage of the opportunities they offer and the part? they 
play in the development of Balboa Park are taken too much for granted 
by the vast number of our citizens. It is from outsiders, chiefly, that 
those who labor in such places get the appreciation which they deserve. 
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CERVUS MU NT J AC—RECENTLY ACQUIRED 

Coming direct from Hamburg a fine shipment of deer and sheep 
were received the latter part of June. This shipment consisted of nothing 
which was entirely new to the collection but of specimens which had been 
Dadly needed for a long time to fill out the gaps in some of the families. 
There were included, two does for the Axis family, a pair of Mouflon to 
replace the beautiful Ram which had been presented three years ago by 
the New York 200 and which had been killed by some vandal with a club, 
and a female Muntjac, the small Barking deer from India. 


The beaver which were presented to the Zoo by the State Board of 
Predatory Animal Control of Pennsylvania by request of Mr. R. D. Mc- 
Collin, Director of the Harrisburg Zoological Park are the first of their 
species to be on exhibit here. They are, beside being one of the hand¬ 
somest pair which we have ever seen, a source of constant interest for they 
are active, busy, and friendly. These two are young fellows, probably 
last years babies, and were personally selected by Mr. Groninger, Chief 
of the Pennsylvania Board. Mr. McCollin, who prepared them for their 
long trip west, is to be complimented greatly upon the preparations he 
made and the results he achieved, for never have any animals been re¬ 
ceived in such perfect condition. 
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TO THE MEMBERSHIP 

With this number of the Zoonooz we are inclosing to our members 
a set of ten cards, which will admit their friends to the Zoological Gar¬ 
dens. Such good use has been made of the admission tickets printed upon 
the backs of the Zoonooz that we have decided to try this plan for the 
convenience of our members who have out of town guests whom they 
wish to show the zoo and cannot find the necessary time to bring. The 
matter of making this part of the membership card will be discussed and 
decided upon at the next annual meeting of the membership of the 
society. 

Speaking of membership, we often wonder if any of the members 
ever make any serious attempt to interest others in becoming members of 
the organization. Without any effort on the part of the members of the 
society, the membership list is bound to dwindle. Therefore we are 
going to ask that in using the coupons we are sending you that you point 
out the need for members in the organization. We should have twice the 
number now enrolled and if each of the present members can interest 
someone in joining, we could have such a membership. Letters from the 
management does not have the desired effect, nor does an intensive mem¬ 
bership campaign add members who remain enrolled. 

We have lost few members during the past two or three years except 
by death or because they have left the community. This loss has been 
offset by the addition each year of from twenty-five to thirty new ones, 
who have joined through the efforts of the zoo staff. Help us earnestly 
for the rest of the year to induce a few really staunch supporters to be¬ 
come members of our society, for the membership of the Zoological So¬ 
ciety is the very foundation of our zoo of which we are rightly proud. 


Nothing that the Board of Directors has done during the past few 
years has seemed to meet with more universal approval than their de¬ 
cision to attempt to keep down vandalism by placing a premium upon the 
older children’s coming to the garden unaccompanied. This small charge 
will undoubtedly keep out the gangs who come to the Zoo on mischeif 
bent and who have been responsible for thousands of dollars damage to 
the garden every summer. If children are with responsible adults the 
admission stands as it always has, therefore no hardship is put upon those 
who wish to bring their youngsters with them. The playground program 
will furnish an opportunity for all those who are truly interested to see 
the collection, and the class work during the school year gives every 
child a chance to visit the Zoo free and to be properly cared for and 
instructed during that visit. 
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J. L. Buck and Sons, veteran importers and collectors returned from 
their African trip this year with an unusually fine assortment of small 
monkeys. The local zoo was fortunate enough to secure several speci¬ 
mens lacking in the collection. Beside the families which were filled out, 
one group of Gray cheeked Mangabeys which were entirely new to the 
collection were purchased. These are, beside being new and rare, a most 
attractive monkey. They have all the clownish characteristics of the 
Mangabey family and besides they are comical to look at, having two 
most pronounced horns of bristling hair which stand up conspicuously 
over each eye, giving them a most Satanic appearance. They are only 
babies yet, for the local zoo has learned from experience that not only 
is it much cheaper to buy and ship young stuff, but that eventually you 
get much better looking, healthy, and long lived specimens by raising 
them out here in the land of sunshine and fresh air. Most of the finest 
$f our baboons were raised from babies of one or two years old and the 
certainty of their age is decidedly in favor of their living and breeding. 
Many of the autopsies performed upon specimens which die shortly 
after reaching the zoo show that they are very aged animals or have in¬ 
firmities which have permitted their being captured as adults. 

Great rejoicing has been felt among those most interested in birds 
at the recent success which we have had in rearing two of the rarest of our 
parrot species. First the Redsided Eclectus of which there has been no 
previous record in the United States and then the very rare Blue winged 
Grass parrots. The latter are on the verge of extinction in their native 
land, so British and American Aviculture Societies are trying to increase 
these rare birds by encouraging in every way their breeding and their care 
in captivity, realizing that only through the aviculturists can their species 
be perpetuated. The parents of these interesting youngsters were brought 
from Australia with the large collection by Robert Bean in 1927 and they 
have been tried in every sort of cage and with every sort of nest during 
the past three years. The original four now number eight although there 
is only one adult female in the cage, three of the original four being cock 
birds. 

Black Crowned night heron and Anthony Green Heron have both 
raised young in the flying cage. The snowy egret has one egg, but hatch¬ 
ing is not yet assured as they seem to be rather restless and may easily be 
driven from their nests. 

Almost every one of the twenty-six species of dove and pigeon have 
been hatched and raised under rather trying conditions. The cages in 
which Ring is forced to do his breeding are much too public, too small 
and very poorly arranged for such work, so that he has succeeded speaks 
well for his patience and care. It is planned to enlarge the cages this 
year and to cut off the back from the public to give the brooding birds the 
quiet and seclusion they need so desperately, for it is nothing unusual to 
see grown men and women strike the cages and shout to scare a mother 
bird off her nest so they can see her eggs or young.
